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A SHORT 5 
DESCRIPTION of LIVERPOOL, &c. 


IVERPOOL is a-very ancient Borough I Preſcription, long before 
King John, who granted the 1ſt Charter. King Henry III, Edward II, Rich- 
ard II, Henry IV, Philip and Mary, Charles I, by their ſeveral Charters, con- 
firmed their Rights, and added Power to enjoy whatever they formerly enjoyed. 


It is fGtuated on the Eaſt Side of the River Merſey, about three Miles from the 


Mouth of the River, being of late X ears the moſt flouriſhing Sea- port, (next to 
the Mother Port) in Great Britain - The Inhabitants are univerſal Merchants, 
and trade to all foreign Parts, but Turkey and the Eaſt-Indies: It ſhares the 
Trade to keland and Wales with Briſtol, and engroſſes moſt of the Scotch Trade. 
It is both a Convenient and very much frequented Pafſage to Ireland and Iſle of 
Man, there being always Veſſels going and coming from thence. Ships of an 

Burthen may came up with their full Lading, and ride before the Town, which 
is quite open and unfortified, and Veffels of 18 Feet Draught of Water may 
go into the Docks, which are not inferior to any in Great Britain. On the 
14th of September, 1749, the firſt Stone of a new Exchange was laid, which 


is now near finiſhed ;z, and, for its ſize, is not to be paralleled in Earope. His 


eſent Majeſty King George II, in the 25th Year of his Reign, 1952, on conſi- 

eragon and tecital of the laſt Charter, granted by King William III, on the 
26th of September, in the ſeventh Y ear of his Reign, whereby the Mayor, Re- 
cordec, ſenior Aldermen and preceding Mayor, were appointed Juſtices to keep 
the Peace in the ſaid Town, (but the ſaid Town being greatly encreaſed, they 
were not found to be a ſufficient Number) has granted, that the preceding Mayor 
Mall aR as a Juſtice for four Y ears after being out of Office as | Pug and that 


the four Aldermen next to the ſenior Aldermen, whilſt Members of the Com- 


mon-Council, ſhall be additional Juſtices to keep the Peace in the ſaid Town and 


_ Liberties thereof, and that the Recorder ſhall have Power to nominate a Deputy. 
By the Chaxter granted by King William III, it is ordained, in order to pre- 


ſerve the Peace, &*c- that there be for ever all the following Officers and Mini- 
ſters, viz. 4x good and diſcreet Perſons, who ſhall be called the Common Council 
of the-ſaid Town, out of which is choſe a Mayor, Recorder, two Bailiffs and 
the Juſtices aforeſaid. Every 18th Day, of October, being St. Luke's Day, the 
Mayor, and Bailiffs are choſe. A Court of Pleas and Paflage is held every 'Thurſ- 
day, by the Mayor and Bailiffs. General Seſſions held four Times a Year, (of 
which Public Notice is given) by two Juſtices at leaſt, and by adjournment every 
Monday. The Mayor atteuds at 'Town-Clerk's Office in the Exchange, every 


+ Day, between the Hours of twelve and two o Clock at Noon, to txanſa& all 


blic Bufineſs relating to his Office as Mayor and Juſtice of Peace · Court of
